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Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  1950.  During  the  year  Dr.  Wilshaw,  and  sub¬ 
sequently  Dr.  Harrison,  were  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health. 

The  Death  Rate  for  the  District  remains  higher  than  for  the  rest 
of  the  country,  just  as  the  Birth  Rate  is  lower.  Correction  factors  allow 
for  the  higher  percentage  of  old  people  than  in  the  rest  of  the  country. 
The  Corrected  Death  Rate  of  10.1  is  appreciably  lower  than  the  Death 
Rate  of  11.6  for  England  and  Wales.  The  Corrected  Birth  Rate  of 
14.3  is  still  lower  than  the  Rate  of  15.8  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  Infant  Death  Rate  is  higher  although  the  number  of  infant 
deaths  was  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year.  There  were  fewer  births. 
Prematurity  was  responsible  for  6  of  the  14  deaths. 

It  is  very  pleasing  to  record  there  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

The  supply  of  water  to  houses  improves  and  58  fewer  people  were 
supplied  by  wells  and  16  wells  were  eliminated  as  sources  of  supply.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN 

THE  AREA. 

I.  Local  Health  Authority  Services. 

Nursing. 

General  District  Nurses,  Midwives,  Health  Visitors  and  School 
Nurses  are  employed  by  the  County  Council  to  serve  in  the  area. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

The  County  Council  provide  Centres  at  Littlehampton  and 
Arundel.  These  centres  are  accessible  to  some  of  the  residents  of 
the  rural  parishes  adjoining  these  urban  areas. 

The  County  Council  also  hold  Centres  within  the  district  at 
Findon,  Lancing,  Rustington  and  Angmering. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics  are  held  by  the  County  Council  at  Lancing 
and  Rustington. 
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School  Clinics. 

The  following  Clinics  held  by  the  County  Council  are  available 
for  children  resident  in  the  district : — 

Minor  Ailments  Clinics,  Eye  Clinics,  and  Dental  Clinics  are 
held  at  Littlehampton  Health  Centre,  Lancing  Health  Centre  and 
Shoreham-by-Sea  Health  Centre. 

Orthopaedic  Clinics  are  held  at  Lancing  Health  Centre  and 
Chichester  Health  Centre. 

Physiotherapy  Clinics  are  held  at  Littlehampton  Health  Centre, 
Lancing  Health  Centre,  and  Shoreham-by-Sea  Health  Centre. 

Speech  Therapy  Clinics  are  held  at  Shoreham-by-Sea  Health 
Centre,  Chichester  Health  Centre  and  Bognor  Regis  Health  Centre. 

Children  suffering  from  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  are  treated 
at  the  Sussex  Throat  and  Ear  Hospital,  Brighton. 

Tuberculosis  Clinic. 

A  Dispensary  is  held  at  Worthing  Hospital  which  is  available 
to  all  residents  in  the  Worthing  Rural  District. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council  have  made  arrangements 
entitling  residents  in  the  district  to  attend  the  Clinics  for  Venereal 
Diseases  held  at  Worthing  Hospital. 

Ambulance  Service. 

Acting  as  agent  for  the  County  Council,  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade  and  British  Red  Cross  Society  operate  the  Ambulance  and 
Hospital  Car  Service  in  the  County.  Calls  for  an  ambulance  are  made 
through  the  doctor  or  nurse  in  attendance  on  the  case  or  through  the 
Police. 

Lists,  showing  names  and  addresses  of  midwives,  health  visitors 
and  general  nurses,  may  be  seen  at  County  Libraries,  Town  Halls, 
of  Offices  of  Local  District  Councils,  and  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment,  County  Hall,  Chichester.  Information  as  to  the  situation  of 
clinics  and  times  of  sessions  may  be  obtained  from  the  same  sources, 
or  from  the  local  midwife,  health  visitor  or  general  nurse. 

II.  Hospital  and  Specialist  Services. 

A  comprehensive  hospital  and  specialist  service  is  provided  by 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Doctors  can  arrange  whatever  forms 
of  treatment  are  needed  for  their  patients  in  general  or  special  hospitals, 
whether  as  in-patients  or  out-patients.  Hospital  accommodation 
of  a  private  nature  is  available  in  certain  circumstances,  subject  to 
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appropriate  charges.  All  types  of  cases  are  thus  provided  for — medical, 
surgical,  maternity,  infectious  diseases,  and  those  requiring  sanatorium 
or  mental  hospital  treatment. 

The  Worthing  Group  Hospitals  comprise  Worthing,  Southlands, 
Swandean,  Littlehampton  and  Arundel  Hospitals;  Zachary  Merton 
Maternity  Home,  Rustington,  and  certain  Convalescent  Homes. 

III.  General  Medical  and  Dental  Services. 

Everyone  is  entitled  as  part  of  the  arrangements  for  the  National 
Health  Service  to  general  medical  and  dental  care.  Local  arrangements 
for  these  services  are  organised  through  the  National  Health  Service 
Executive  Council  for  West  Sussex,  63,  South  Street,  Chichester.

(a)  Ten  of  the  Parishes  in  the  District  have  Public  Mains  Water 
Supply,  the  remaining  seven  Parishes  have  piped  supplies  to  a  varying 
extent  from  private  sources.

In  quality  the  water  from  public  sources  was  wholesome  and 
laboratory  reports  satisfactory.  Three  individual  wells  were  un¬ 
satisfactory.  The  necessary  action  was  taken  in  these  cases  to  render 
the  supply  wholesome. 

The  quantity  of  the  public  supplies  is  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the 
district. 

Bacteriological  examinations  and  chemical  analyses  are  made  of 
all  public  piped  supplies  by  the  Water  Undertakings  concerned  at 
regular  intervals,  that  is  to  say,  by  Brighton  Corporation,  Worthing 
Corporation,  Littlehampton  Urban  District,  and  Arundel  Borough. 

f 

13  samples  of  water  were  sent  for  analysis  and  examination  during 
the  year — 1  chemical  and  12  bacteriological.  These  were  from  Public 
Supplies  owned  by  Private  Companies,  and  from  individual  supplies 
at  dwellinghouses.  All  Public  Mains  Supplies  from  Brighton,  Arundel, 
Littlehampton  and  Worthing  Local  Authorities  are  chlorinated.

2.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

{a)  Western  Area. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  sewerage  system  which  serves 
the  Western  Parishes. 

(h)  Eastern  Area. 

The  system  at  Lancing  has  been  satisfactory  except  for  offensive 
odours.  As  a  result  of  tests  it  was  found  that  the  chlorination  of  sewage 
at  Lancing  immediately  prior  to  its  being  pumped  to  Worthing  was 
insufficient  to  leave  a  residual  of  chlorine  on  arrival  at  Worthing  which 
would  control  the  odour.  It  is  therefore  proposed  to  instal  additional 
chlorination  plant  immediately  prior  to  the  point  of  discharge  to  the 
sewage  tanks  at  Worthing,  so  as  to  overcome  this  nuisance. 
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(c)  The  sewerage  scheme  for  the  Parish  of  Sompting  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  practically  completed  so  far  as  Contract  No.  1  was  con¬ 
cerned.  In  the  latter  months  of  the  year  it  has  been  possible  to  proceed 
with  the  connection  of  the  drains  of  houses  to  the  sewer,  and  at  Decem¬ 
ber  31st,  496  such  connections  had  been  made. 

In  order  to  assist  householders  in  paying  for  the  cost  of  this  work, 
the  Council  have  put  into  operation  an  Assisted  Scheme  whereby  the 
work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council  under  contract  subject  to  agreement 
with  the  householders  to  repay  the  cost  of  the  work  over  a  period  of 
years. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

(a)  House  Refuse. 

Refuse  collection  has  been  carried  out  weekly  at  all  Parishes  in  the 
more  populated  Parishes  along  the  coast,  and  in  the  outlying  Parishes 
collections  are  made  twice  monthly. 

The  work  is  carried  out  by  the  use  of  five  moveable-floor  rear 
loading  collection  vehicles,  supplemented  by  two  small  side  loaders  for 
actual  refuse  collection,  with  two  small  lorries  for  the  removal  of  more 
bulky  material,  and  1  van  for  waste  paper  collection  and  salvage. 

Disposal  is  carried  out  by  controlled  tipping  in  an  old  lime  kiln  in 
the  Western  Area  where  satisfactory  results  are  obtained.  In  the 
Eastern  Area  pulverisation  of  refuse  still  continues,  and  the  new  Tip 
at  Dancton  Lane,  Sompting,  brought  into  use  towards  the  end  of 
last  year  is  providing  satisfactory  means  for  the  final  disposal  of  the 
refuse.  During  the  year,  as  always,  every  effort  has  been  made  to 
salvage  all  possible  saleable  material,  and  as  the  months  passed,  better 
markets  became  available  for  the  disposal  of  waste  paper  in  particular, 
and  it  was  possible  to  secure  a  contract  with  one  of  the  largest  Paper 
Mills  in  the  country  for  a  period  of  five  years  for  its  disposal.  These 
new  arrangements  have  proved  more  than  satisfactory,  as  compared 
with  those  in  operation  previously. 

(b)  Cesspools. 

The  Council  decided  to  authorise  the  emptying  of  each  cesspool 
four  times  a  year  free  of  charge  in  respect  of  each  house  discharging 
sewage  into  the  cesspool.  As  a  result  of  this  we  no  longer  hear  of 
cesspools  overflowing  for  considerable  periods  because  the  owner  or 
occupier  of  the  house  wishes  to  delay  paying  for  the  emptying  of  the 
cesspool  as  long  as  possible. 

(c)  Rivers  and  Streams. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  for  any  action  to  be  taken  in  respect 
of  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  in  the  area.

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  has  again  been  carried  out  during  the 
year  by  the  County  Council.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  position  was 
as  follows  : —

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Poliomyelitis. 

Three  case  of  Poliomyelitis  (paralytic)  were  notified.  All  were 
removed  to  Hospital.  One  case  made  a  complete  recovery.  The  other 
two  cases  were  transferred  to  Orthopaedic  Hospitals  for  further 
treatment. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Scarlet  Fever  was  more  prevalent  than  in  recent  years.  The  majority 
of  cases  occurred  in  the  Lancing  area. 

Food  Poisoning. 

Salmonella  typhi-murium  in  duck  eggs  was  responsible  for  the 
two  notified  cases  of  Food  Poisoning.  One  case  died  in  hospital.  Two 
other  persons  living  in  the  same  house  were  found  excreting  the 
organisms  and  one  has  remained  a  chronic  carrier  in  her  stools. 

In  an  outbreak  during  which  there  were  no  notifications,  about 
one  hundred  people  were  affected,  most  of  them  mildly.  Staphylococcus 
pyogenes  was  believed  to  be  the  agent  and  various  foods  were  involved 
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from  contamination  by  the  hand  of  a  kitchen  worker.  As  soon  as  the 
cause  was  discovered  and  dealt  with,  there  was  no  further  sickness  or 
diarrhoea.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

New  Cases  and  Mortality  during  1950. 


No  person  was  certified  as  dying  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
who  had  not  been  notified  during  life. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis) 
REGULATIONS,  1925. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  serve  any  notice  under  these 
Regulations,  which  prevent  persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis 
taking  part  in  the  production  of  milk. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936,  Section  172. 

No  action  has  had  to  be  taken  by  the  Council  under  this  Section 
which  empowers  Sanitary  Authorities  in  special  cases  to  apply  for  a 
Magistrate’s  Order  to  remove  tuberculous  persons  to  an  institution 
for  isolation. 
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
